HISTORY OF IMMACULATE HEART OF MARY PARISH 


“The Spirit of God moved over the earth ... The Parish ... and God saw that it was good.” 
(Gen. 1, 2 & 10.) 

Beginnings are usually difficult; some more so than others. The seed must die first in order 
to germinate and “bring fruit in abundance.” 

The history of the Immaculate Heart of Mary Parish is no exception to the rule; it proves 
the rule. The Baptismal Register records the first Baptism on May 15, 1894. Since no records 
of the existence of the Parish are filed in the Diocesan archives before 1909, we may safely pro- 
ceed to set the date of the founding of the Parish within the early months of 1894. Therefore, 
1969 brings us to the celebration of a Diamond Jubilee. The unique beginning of this Parish 
should make all of us who shared in its fruits justly proud. 

The founder of the Parish was the Rev. Anton F. Kolaszewski. History now shows that 
Father Kolaszewski was a gigantic figure in the history of the Diocese of Cleveland and certain- 
ly in the history of the Immaculate Heart of Mary Parish. 

The very fact that he chose the Immaculate Heart of Mary as the patroness of the new 
parish in the southeast section of Cleveland is indicative of his magnanimous and prophetical 
vision. Calumniated, slandered, humiliated, rejected and eventually ostracized—he returned to 
the Diocese of Cleveland in spite of bureaucratic expulsion. He was truly a Priest of God; dedi- 
cated to his God, his Church, his Religion and “his People.” His people demanded his return. And 
return he did; not arrogant, not vindictive, not presumptiously insubordinate, but obedient to the 
dictates of his conscience, his priestly calling and seriously cognitive of the fact that he was 
called by God to serve His/his People. Pope John XXIII called Vatican II a Pastoral Council. Fa- 
ther Kolaszewski ante-dated the Second Vatican by more than half a century; he was a pastoral 
leader. 


The beginning of the parish, although not under Episcopal jurisdiction, was not schismatic, 
neither was it affiliated with the Polish National Catholic Church as we know it today. There 
was a time when this charge was made. It was simply independent. Father Kolaszewski did not 
deviate from the teaching of Rome. He was a scholarly priest who held fast to the teaching of 
Holy Mother Church, to the administration of the Sacraments and the fostering of a genuine love 
for Polish tradition and heritage in the new setting of American freedom and pluralism. During 
his pastorate a church and a rectory were built. The corner stone dates the building of this 
rectory in 1895. But the parish really began when Mass was first offered, probably in private 
homes. The dynamics of this liturgy, as history has always shown, leads to the building of a 
central place of worship. In the case of our parish, this resulted in the building of the first 
church, a frame, New England style building, dedicated to Mary’s Immaculate Heart. 

While he was working so untiringly to organize the new parish, Father Kolaszewski’s priest- 
ly worth and vision were insufficiently appreciated. This did not deter him from his priestly 
calling and objective. To recognize how deeply he was hurt by this uncharitable attitude towards 
him, we need but read excerpts from his letter written to the Bishop in self defense. The letter 
was dated November 4, 1890. 


“I am working for four priests and not for one. I have more people to take care of than 
the Pastor of the Cathedral and I am for the greater part alone. I found nothing when I came 
to my parish. Now I have built two most beautiful churches; one the grandest, the most beauti- 
ful in the Diocese (St. Stanislaus) schools and house; procured church property and that with 
the poorest class of people in the Diocese. My time is occupied with the duties toward my good 
people. With everything they will come tome.Iam their advisor, contractor, lawyer, doctor, 
father, friend, brother and very often their judge. I work at this 18 hours day after day. I am 
never at rest. What else do you want of me? Do I not work enough?” 

Certainly such an outpouring of a tortured soul should be testimony to the character and 
the mind of a dedicated man of God. 


When the Most Rev. John P. Farrelly became the fourth Ordinary of the Diocese of Cleve- 
land, the Immaculate Heart of Mary Parish appeared on the roster of the then existing parishes. 
Reinstated into the graces of Holy Mother Church, Father Anton F. Kolaszewski died December 
2, 1910. His mortal remains lie today buried with his fellow-priests of the Diocese in Calvary 
Cemetery. (Section 9) 

Then followed a rapid succession of Pastors: The Reverends Methodius Kielar, O.F.M., A. 
Migdalski, J. Darowski and B. Walter. 

The Rev. Marion J. Orzechowski was appointed Pastor in February of 1912. Father M. J. 
Orzechowski was named Domestic Prelate in June of 1926. During his pastorate the present 
church was built in 1914 and the school in 1924. Monsignor M. J. Orzechowski was transferred 
to the pastorate of St. John Cantius Parish in 1932 and died there on the Ist day of May, 1939. 


Father John K. Mlotkowski was appointed Pastor to sueceed Monsignor M. J. Orzechowski 
in May of 1932. Father J. K. Mlotkowski was named Domestic Prelate on the 17th of February, 
1940. During his pastorate the rectory. was remodeled; the school basement was enlarged to pro- 
vide additional meeting space for the societies and in 1954 a new Sisters’ Convent was built. Mon- 
signor John K. Mlotkowski died March 22nd, 1960, after a lingering illness of three and a half 
years. 

In retrospect, we can see the great patriotic genius of Monsignor Orzechowski and of Mon- 
signor Mlotkowski. Each shouldered the burden of leadership of the parish under trying cir- 
cumstances. Monsignor Orzechowski inspired his people to face the loss of sons and husbands 
during the First World War. Monsignor Mlotkowski carried the burden of keeping the parish 
solvent during the Great Depression and of carrying a torch of hope for the safe return of the 
service men in the Second World War. No single historic event affected our times as World War 
II. Every young man and woman in the services appreciated the slightest effort (on the part of 
those at home) to inform them of their friends and acquaintances. Father Edward F. Gackow- 
ski and his staff of young ladies mailed a newsy letter to everyone in the service, once a month, 
informing them of what was “doing at the parish.” But, in short, it proved that “the parish 
cared.” 


The priests who have served the parish as assistants have given truly dedicated priestly 
years. Past Associate Pastors: Rev. M. Pawlowski, Rev. Joseph Sztucki *, Rev. Joseph Jarosz, 
Rev. Leo Sztupek (Absent on leave), Rev. John Bialek *, Rev. John Grabowski *, Rev. Joseph 
Napierkowski * Rev. Thaddeus Heruday, Rev. Joseph Zabawa *, Rev. Edwin Osowski *, Rev. 
John Krol, Rev. August Bina *, Rev. Bronislaus Ejchost *, Rev. Edward Gackowski, Rev. Aloy- 
sius Dombrowski, Rev. Felix Choromanski, Rev. Stanley Cymanski, Rev. Casimir Sitko *, Rev. 
John Kucia, Rev. Frank Bartnikowski, Rev. Casimir Pilatowski, Rev. Walter Dobosz, Rev. Ed- 
ward Slosarz, Rev. Thaddeus Swirski, Rev. Norman Bulanda. (*) Deceased. 


Immaculate Heart has fifteen young men who have answered the call to the Holy Priest- 
hood; nine serve in the Diocese of Cleveland; one each in Youngstown and Greensburg; one in 
the Franciscan and one in the Marianist Order and one Brother in the Marianist Order. The 
Ordinandi are: Very Rev. Leo A. Rygwalski, pastor of St. Stanislaus Parish in Lorain; 
Francis A. Szudarek, pastor of St. John Cantius Parish in Cleveland; Joseph Miksa (deceased) ; 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Mondzelewski, pastor of SS. Peter and Paul Parish in Garfield Heights; Francis 
J. Szezepanski, pastor of Sacred Heart of Jesus Parish in Cleveland; Anthony S. Gawlik, pastor of 
St. Victor Parish in West Richfield; Aloysius Rzendarski, pastor of St. Paul Parish in Salem; 
John P. Kusiak, pastor of Our Lady of Grace Parish in Hinckley; Leo Tarkowski, presently on 
leave; Richard J. Raszkiewicz, Assistant of St. Michael Parish in Independence; Ronald H.

After three and a half years of administratorship, while Monsignor Mlotkowski remained 
in residence, Father Aloysius F. Dombrowski was appointed Pastor June 18, 1960 to succeed 
Monsignor Mlotkowski. In 1958 the church was redecorated and the sancturay was remodelled ; 
a new roof was installed on the church in 1960; a new organ was installed in the choir loft in 
1962 and a modern rectory was built in 1964.

Just one more quote from the letter of Father Anton F. Kolaszewski, dated November 4, 
1890: “I have up to this time fulfilled all my duties most conscientiously. I am fulfilling them 
as long as I live.” A fine inspiration for the incumbent and, God grant, a fulfillment.

HISTORIA PARAFII NIEPOKALANEGO SERCA N.M.P. 


“A Duch Boży unosił się nad wodami ...nad Parafią ...i widział Bóg, że było dobre... 
(Rodzaju 1, 2:10) 

Początek Parafii Niepokalanego Serca N.M.P. sięga historycznie do roku 1894, Pierwszy 
zapis Chrztu św. został dokonany w dniu 15-tym maja 1894 r. Chociaż do roku 1909 Parafia 
Niepokalanego Serca N.M.P. nie znajduje się w archiwach diecezjalnych, to jednak opierając 
się na urzędowych księgach parafialnych śmiało podać można pierwsze miesiące roku 1894 ja- 
ko początkowe istnienia tej parafii. 

Założycielem Parafii był Ks. Antoni F. Kołaszewski. Pierwszy Proboszcz—to postać praw- 
dziwego kapłana i polaka. Już sam fakt obrania przez niego na Patronkę nowo powstającej 
parafii na południowo-wschodniej stronie miasta Cleveland — Niepokalanego Serca Najświęt- 
szej Maryi Panny — świadczy o jego wielkodusznym i proroczym darze przewidywania. Hi- 
storia najlepiej wykazuje że Ks. A. F. Kołaszewski był olbrzymem w dziejach życia diecezji 
Clevelandzkiej, a niezaprzeczalnie w początkach życia Parafii Niepokalanego Serca N.M.P. 

Spotwarzony, zelzony i niemiłosiernie upakarzany, a nawet wydalony z diecezji . . . nie 
załamał się i wbrew biurokratycznemu wydaleniu wrócił do służby diecezji. On był prawdzi- 
wie kapłanem Bożym; całodusznie oddany Bogu, Matce Kościołowi, Religii i "jego ludowi.” 
To lud właśnie domagał się jego powrotu. Wrócił do swego ludu, nie zarozumiały, nie obrażo- 
ny, nie pyszny ale posłuszny głosowi swego sumienia i powołania kapłańskiego z przekona- 
niem że Bóg go powołał do Swojej służby nad ludem jego pieczy powierzonym. 

Papież Jan XXIII nazwał Sobór Watykań ski—Soborem Duszpasterskim. Ks. A. F. Koła- 
szewski wyprzedził ideę Soboru o przeszło pół wieku. On był prawdziwie duszpasterzem, ka- 
płanem, wodzem — proboszczem. Chociaż początkowo parafia nie podlegała jurisdykcji Bisku- 
pa, ale nie można zarzucać że uległa afiliacji Kościoła Polsko-Narodowego według dzisiejszego 
zmaczenia i pojęcia. Ks. Kołaszewski trzymał się zawsze i nauczał zasad i nauki Prawdziwego 
Kościoła Chrystusowego. Sam ukochawszy, innych nauczał, jak należy kochać i piastować re- 
ligijno-narodowe zwyczaje polskie. 

W okresie jego trudnego pasterzowania wybudowano kościół i plebanię. Kamień węgielny 
wskazuje datę budowy plebanii na rok 1895. Religijny początek parafii zapisuje się też uroczy- 
stym zaofiarowaniem pierwszej Mszy św., którą złożono prawdopodobnie w prywatnym domu. 
Religijność ludzi i działalność Ks. Kołaszewskiego doprowadziła do szybkiej budowy centrum 
nabożeństw. Na początku postawiono skromny, drewniany kościołek oddając go pod opiekę Nie- 
pokalanego Serca N.M.P. Mimo bezinteresownego oddania samego siebie i całej swej energii 
przy organizowaniu parafii trudności narastały i stawały się coraz bardziej dokuczliwsze. 


Aby poznać jak głęboko był zraniony wystarczy przeczytać wyjątek jeko listu datowanego 
4-go listopada, 1890 r. Wyjątek tego listu podaję w streszczeniu i w tłumaczeniu dosłownym 
z języka angielskiego. List składa się z 17 paragrafów a czyta się jak Lamentacje Jeremiasza 
albo każdemu polskiemu sercu drogie Gorzkie Żale. 

Cytuję paragraf jedenasty: 


“Ja pracuję w miejsce i za czterech księży; nie za jednego. Ja obsługuję więcej parafian 
niż proboszcz w katedrze diecezjalnej a po większej części jestem sam. Tu nic nie było kiedy ja 
przybyłem do parafii. Dotychczas wystawiłem dwa kościoły, jeden wspaniały, najwspanialszy 
w całej diecezji (Św. Stanisława) szkoły i plebanie; nabyłem grunta parafialne i to z ofiar 
najuboższych ludzi w całej diecezji. Poświęcam czas służąc ludowi mi powierzonymu. Bieda- 
cy — z każdą troską przychodzą do mnie. Ja im jestem doradcą we wszelkich sprawach co- 
dziennych, kontraktorem, adwokatem, doktorem, ojcem, bratem, przyjacielem a w niejednym 
wypadku nawet sędzią; ze wszystkimi sprawami przychodzą do mnie. Ja pracuję 18 godzin 
dziennie. Ja nie znam odpoczynku. Powiedz mi, Drogi Biskupie, czego jeszcze domagasz się ode- 
mnie? Czy ja nie dosyć pracuję? 

Przeczytaj ten urywek listu jeszcze raz — niech wsiąknie w twoją pamięć. To są słowa 
które świadczą o charakterze i duszy bezwarun kowo oddanej Bogu. «Błogosławieni, którzy 
cierpią prześladowanie dla sprawiedliwości, albowiem ich jest Królestwo Niebieskie.” 

Wreszcie, kiedy rządy diecezjalne objął Ksiądz Biskup Jan P. Farrelly (1909-1921) jako 
czwarty z kolei Ordynariusz Diecezji Cleveland, Parafia Niepokalanego Serca N.M.P. znalazła 
się na liście natenczas istniejących parafyj Diecezji Cleveland. Pojednany z Matką Kościołem 
i władzą, Ks. Antoni F. Kołaszewski umarł w Panu 2-go grudnia 1910 r. Jego zwłoki spoczy- 
wają w błogim pokoju obok księży naszej diecezji na diecezjalnym cmentarzu Kalwaryi. (Sec. 
9) 

Po zgonie Ks. A. F. Kołaszewskiego następowały szybkie zmiany Proboszczów : Ks. Metody 


Kielar, O.F.M., Ks. A. Migdalski, Ks. J. Darowski, Ks. B. Walter. O ich działalności historia 
nieomal milczy. 


W lutym 1912 r. rządy parafii objął Ks. Marian I. Orzechowski. Podczas jego probostwa 
wystawiono obecny kościół w roku 1914 a w roku 1924 szkołę parafialną. W dowód uznania 
jego pracy, nadano mu w czerwcu 1926 roku godność Prałata. Przeniesiony na probostwo pa- 
rafii Sw. Jana Kantego w roku 1932 tam umarł 1-go maja 1989 r. 


Następnym proboszczem był Ks. Jan K. Młotkowski (1932-1960), również wywyższony do 
godności Prałata 17-go lutego 1940 r. Ks. Młożkowski pracował z wielkim oddaniem i poświę- 
ceniem nad rozwojem dusz jego pieczy powierzonych. Za jego rządów parafią odnowiono pleba- 
nię i przy dużej pomocy członków Tow. Imienia Jezusa wykopano miejsce pod szkołą dostar- 
czając tym samem więcej miejsca na posiedzenia towarzystw parafialnych. W roku 1954 wy- 


budowano nowy dom Sióstr. Po ponad trzy i pół lat trwającej chorobie Ks. Prałat Jan K. Młot- 
kowski umarł 22 marca 1960 r. 


Spogłądając wstecz jesteśmy pełni uznania i podziwu dla tych dwóch mężów Bożych. 
Obydwaj dźwigali brzemię prowadzenia parafii w bardzo trudnych czasach wojen. Ks. Prałat 
Marian J. Orzechowski wpajał ducha poświęcenia i ofiary nawet z życia synów i mężów wal- 
czących na frontach pierwszej wojny światowe j. Ks. Prałat Jan K. Mtotkowski tak mądrze po- 
kierował finansami parafii podczas lat depresji, że mimo trudności finansowych wyprowadził 
parafię ze wszystkich długów. Podczas drugiej wojny światowej pocieszał parafian nadzieją 
szczęśliwego doczekania powrotu synów i mężów. Każdy młodzieniec i panna w służbie wojen- 
nej odczuwali tęsknotę za domem rodzinnym jak i za wszystkimi wiadomościami o najbliższych. 
Ks. Edward F. Gackowski wraz z grupą ochotnych dziewcząt systematycznie wysyłali listy do 
każdego parafianina znajdującego się na wojnie z utęsknionymi wiadomościami o najbliższych 
i o dziełach w parafii. Tym udowadniali że «parafia troszczyła się o nich.” 

Wszyscy księża, proboszczowie i wikarzy, pracujący przy tej parafii swoją rzetelną i su- 
mienną pracą przyczyniali się do rozwoju ducha prawdziwej religijności, zostawiając po sobie 
żywy pomnik owocnej pracy kapłańskiej. Biorąc przykład z pracy swoich duszpasterzy, wielu 
z młodzieży naszych parafian garnie się do stanu duchownego. Piętnastu wychowanków pa- 
rafii przyjęło święcenia kapłańskie. 

i Dawni Księża Wikarzy: M. Pawłowski, ś.p. Józef Sztucki, Józef Jarosz, Leon Sztupek
